Institute Survey Discloses Large Concentrations Near Japan|

It is also 
the most convenient route’ between 
Japan and the mainland of Asia 
which the former would be obliged 
to use {n maintaining her lines of 
communications for the carrying of 
suppli¢s und troops fo any conflict 
in Eastern Asia. 


The Institule -points out that the 
Straits of Tsushimao are only 650 
miles from the Soviet’s submarine

RUSSIAN SUPERIORITY 


As against these conservative esli- 
mates, the Institute quotes Admiral 
Nicholas Orlov, chief‘of the Naval 
forces of the U.S.S.R. as declaring 
that the type of submarines’ which 
the Soviets have-developed to date, 
are “faster and able to remain sub- 


merged longer than any other In the 


world.” 


From all.information that can be 
bbtatned it appears that the Sovict 
has applied the principle of mass 
production.to submarines, ‘The parts 
‘are manufactured In the big indus- 
trinl centres of the Soviet Union, 
shipped via the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way to Vindivostok, where they are

-The Institute points out that while 
imeans of defence ‘against the sub-

« The Institute believes the Japancse 
would lny- down. their most formid- 
able barrage of submarine defence 
in the Tsushima straits, but admit 
that. the World war experience de- 
monstrated that eVen the closest 
‘barrage system cannot be per- 
manently and continually effective, 


‘According to the data collected by 
the Institute about 80 per cent. of 
the damage done by German sub- 
marines during the world war was 
the work of about 10 per cent, of the 
Isubmarines engaged.

therofore that the Sovicts even tol 


moke one submarine effective out of 
ken would have to maintain the high 
technical proficiency .of the German 
tubmarine service.

As to Wandsworth Prison, about 
which ao sensational and‘ misleading 
statement was put Into circulation on 
Saturday, there was no unrest there. 

Unfounded reports of this kind, Sir 
John Simon declared, alarmed the 
prisoners’ relatives, caused anxiety in 
the country and were of definite

The rules with which the Rugby, 
Union are experimenting, or similar 
ones, have been in operation in the 
Rugby League for. years,. and it 
would bo far from tho truth to claim 
that they aro‘a completo success. 


The Rugby League even go farther 
than. drawing an Imaginary. Ilnc 
through the middle of the pack, be- 
yond which players must not advance 
until the ball‘has been heeled. They 
order the halfback to retire behind 
the pack immediately he has put the

Further, it is the definite instruc- 
tion that the.loose forward must not 
pack at the side of:the scrum. 


.-SCRUM OFFENCES 


Even with these two rules operat- 
Ing in the Rugby League it has not 
proved sufficient to climinate offside 
ond ‘obstruction at the Bcrummage. 


It Js the. human element which 
has so-far beaten all’ attempts. to 
solve scrummage problems: in both 
Union, and League, and in the Rugby 
League game has prevented. tho 
play-the-ball rule achieving the pur- 
poso for which it was Introduced.

A monumentay series of 152 | 
volumes. written by thirty-five 
war-time cabinet: ministers and 
the world’s most eminent his- 
toriang and economists has just 
been-published under the genera) 
title “Social and Economic His- 
tory of the World War.”. This 
tremendous compilation, com- 
pleted after almost tenty years 
of arduous labour, was edited 
and supervised by Dr. James 
T. Shotwell, ‘director of the 
Division of History and Econo: 
mics of the Carnegic Endow- 
ment for International . Peace 
which sponsored this work with 
the purpose of exposing the 
economic waste and utter 
futility of war. 


More than 200,000 Individual 
volumes_of the ‘series’ have already 
been printed In the original languages 
‘In which they were written, English, 
Italian, French, German, Norwegian, 
Swedish} Danish, Czech and 
Hungarian. The history also Includes 
a series on Russla published In 
English and written by those in bigh 
places in the Czarist Government, 


The history. is the first attempt 
ever mode to analyze war in sucha 
fundamental and ‘far reaching 
manner. The project started in the 
autumn of 1914 upon the suggestion 
of the late Elihu Root, then President 
and Professor 
Shotwell outlined the possibilities at 
that time ahd the plan he proposed | 
was substantially adopted. 


‘ PERSONNEL ENGAGED 


Dr. Shotwell was Chairman of the 
Division of History of the American 
Delegation to the Peace Conference. 
After the Versailles Treaty he re- 
mained in Europe for some six ycars 
and appointed editors or set. up 
editorial boards in twelve countries, 
consisting’ of notéd -slatesmen und 
economists, especially those prominent 
in the conduct of the wer. Among 
those planning the work were Gustav 
Bauer, ex-Chancellor of ‘Germany; 
President Masaryk of Czccho- 
Slovakian; Professor Max Scring, head 
of the Technical Economic Commis- 
sion of the German War Office; 
Charles Rist, formerly vice governor 
of the Bank of France; Baron Saka-~ 
tani, former Minister of Finance of 
-Japanyand Sir Witham-H-Beveridge, 
director'of the London School , of 
Economics.

“These volumes have been written 
on the basis of war-time documents 
interpretcd by authorities, Dr. Shot- 
well pointed out. “It has -been 
caleulated that the war produced over 
200 miles of documents, if they were 
packed side by side. The. British 
documents alone would cover thirty- 
five. miles, Obviously much of the 
material has been impossible to Ieeep 
and has diready been destroyed. In- 
cidentally, if any one attempted to 
rend 200 miles of documents, allow- 
ing about one minute to_a. page it 
would take 5,000 yrars.

COST OF WORLD WAR 


The impossibility’ of accurately 
estimating the cost of the World War, 
was emphasized by Dr. Shotwell. 

“To .make such an estimate, It 
Would be necessary first to reduce all 


the post-war currencies through a], 


dozen years to a single basis, and.this 
has never been done. It must be 
remembered that the cost of war 
continued to operate long after the 
fighting was finlshcd, Most of the 
battles were fought on the grain 
ficlds of Iowa and Kansas during the 
_great depression when the’ whole 
eredit structure which had been built 
up out of the disturbdncds of war 
cracked. Then those who had elther 
real estate or stocks bought In an in- 
flated market during the war-thne 
or post war specylation, found that 
the destruction of the buying power 
of civilization, destroyed the world 
over through the process of war, had 
not been restored. . 

“Secondly, to estimate the War cost 
it will be necessary to know the un-. 
employment costs, the cost of the 
destruction of credit, and a readjust- 
ment of markets. 

“Also, it would be necessary to cone 
sider taxation for subsidies on trade, 
efforts’ to ‘stimulate industries by 
nationalist governments’ and finally 
would have’ to include the sad 
spectacle of the present day effort of 
Germany to’ defy economic laws in 
order to restore. its military might, an 
effort which is dislocating trade the 
world over. These are definite .re- 
sults of the World War‘and adds by 
billlons to the cost of that balance 
sheet, : ae : 

“Equally important was the way in 
which the war Involved all parts of 
the world, neutral as well-as belliger- 
ents. The Scandinavian countries 
and Holland seemed aot first to have 
profited like the United States, when 
it was neutral, but when the balance 
struck ten years after the war, and 
the depleted buyIng power of Europe 
cut in on the wnhr profits of the 
neutrals, the neutrals found them-

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HUGE SOVIET SUBMARINE FLEET MAY ‘BE 
DECIDING FACTOR IN PACIFIC WAR 


Institute Survey Discloses os Large Concentrations Near Japan 


MOST POTENTIAL | 
WEAPON IN 
_ THE FAR EAST 


San F rancisco, Apr. 10. - 


In the event of a Soviet-Japanese | war, the former’s 
-ever growing submarine fleet in Far Eastern water, 
would probably be the deciding factor, according to a sur- 
vey just completed by the Institute of Pacific ‘Relations. 

The Institute points out that while the size and 
.Significance of the Soviet’s underwater weapon is not 
fully known, it nevertheless constitutes next. to the 


Russian air fleet, the most potential, 


spectacular and 


significant weapon of the Soviet Union in the Far Bast. 
The survey of the Institute, which has covered. a long period 
vof time, places the best estimate of the number of Soviet submarines 
- in the For East ot 145. This figure is o little more conservative than 
that of other authorities, who estimate that out of a total submarine 
‘flotilla of 250 units, the Sovicts at the present time have a minimum 
of 150 boats in tho Far East, while other authorities, run even a 


still higher, 


These submarines are-at the pre- 
sent time based at Vindivostols as is 
also the greatcr portion of the Rus- 
slan air fleet in the Far Enst, 


Against this ‘greatest concentration 
‘of submarines which the world has 
ever seen, the Japanese, according to 
thelr latest oMcial figures have only 
a submarine tonnage of 68,298 tons 
»or 55 vessels, Even this surpasses 
both the United States nnd Great 
Britain as far as mere tonnage |s 
concerned, although both the latter 
have a greater number of units, hav- 
ing built a smaller sized for defen- 
ive operations close to home, .

constitutes the “most effective’ outlet 
to the Sea of Japan, but it Is also 
the most-convenient route between, 
Japan and the mainlnnd of Asia | 
which the former would be’ obliged 

to use in maintaining her lines of 
communications for the’ carrying of 
supplies and troops to any conflict 
In Eastern Asia. 


The Institute points put that the 
Straits of Tsushima are only 650 
miles from the Soviet’s submarine 
base at Vladivostok, a distance which 
could be covered in' two days by a 


at the low speed of 15 miles an hour, 
and not much Under three doys if 
running submerged ‘about half the 
time at 10 miles an hour. 


RUSSIAN SUPERIORITY 


As against ‘these conservative esti- 
mates, the Institute quotes Admiral 
Nicholns Orlov, chief of the Naval 
forcos of the U.S.S.R, as declaring 
that the type of submacines which 
the Soviets have developed to date, 
ure “faster and able to remain sub- 
merged longer than any other in the 
world.” 


From all information that can be 
obtained it appears that the Soviet 
has applicd the principle of ‘mass 
production to submarines. The parts 
‘are manufactured In the -big Indus- 
trial centres of the Sovict Union, 
shipped via the Trans-Siberlan rail- 
way to Vladivostok, where they are 
being continually assembled. 


The Institute points out that while 
'means of defence against the sub- 
‘marine have been improved since 
the world war, nevertheless the rela- 
tive strength of submatines and de- 
‘ence systems remains about. the 
same as {t was then. : 


The Institute believes the Japanese 
would lay down their most formld- 
able ‘barrage of submarine defence 
in the Tsushima'stralts, but admit 
that the World war experience de- 
monstrated that even the closest 
barrage system cannot be per- 
manently and continually effective. 


‘According {o the data collected by, 
the Institute about 80 per cent, of 
the damage done by German sub- 
marines during ‘the world war was 
the work of about 10 per‘cent. of the 
submarines engaged. ‘They estimate 
therofore that. the ‘Soviets even to 
make one submarine effective out of 
hen would have to- maintain the high 
technical proficiency of the German 
submarine gervice.

Commenting’ on the improvement 
shown, during the past year, com- 
pared with the two previous years, ot 
the-annual meeting of Messrs. A. 3. 
Watson nnd Co,, Lid, nt the Hong- 
kong Hotel this morning, Mr, D.- E, 
Clark, who presided, expressed dis- 
disuppolntment ‘that the net proft 
was not higher. . ark 

Moving the adoptlon of the report 
and statement of accounts, the Chair- 
man sald:—Gentlemen-—The report 
and statement of occounts, together. 
with auditors’ report, having been in 
in your hands for the pust 10. days, I 
will, with your permission, take 
them as read. In my speech from 
‘the chair lost year, after reviewing | 
the. unsutistactory result then shown, 
I ventured to express the hope of 
prospects for the ensulng year... The: 
result of the year's working shows an 
Infprovement over the two previous 
years, although the net profit shown 
ls disappointing. In all departments 
un increased volume of business has 
been done, but the net profit is not 
commensurate J with the tnereased 
turnover. Also, profits were alfected 
to some extent by the rapid fall in 
sterling exchnnge. Raw materials 
ond manufacturing stocks cost much 
more in local currency, and it was 
shot considered advisable to increase 
prices proportionately immediately. 
However, during the current yeur 
prices have been revised and nd- 
adjusted to the Increased costs. Con- 
siderable fluctuations in currency 
were experienced at the Company's 
Canton branch. During the: busy 
summer season exchanre averaged 
at the extremely low rates of from 
$165 to-105 per $100 H.K. and con- 
siderable loss resulted during that 
period {n remitting funds from Can- 
ton to Hongkong. But for these fac- 
tors the resulls would have been 
more’ satisfnctory. 


KCONOMIES MAINTAINED 


I pointed out last year that very 
considerable economies had been

‘Keen at the Central Maglstrocy this 
morning that about 3 p.m, on April 
19 he descended from o bus and was 
walking up Wellington Street when, 
nt the Junction of Wellington an 
Aberdeen Streets, he was ossauited 
by. defendant. and. two other men, 
These other men held his arm while 
defendant struck 20 blows ‘on | his 
chest. Defendant carried o serew In 
his clenched fist. Upon shouting out 
for’ help, defendant and these two 
men ran away. 

Complainant sald he did not know 
the reason for the assault but he un- 
derstood defendant to say,- while 
striking him, “I strike you; I don't 
want you to live in Hongkong.” 
Complainant went on to say that as 
he could not venture out of doors 
he had applied to the police for 
remedy. 2 


MANY ENEMIES: 


Cross-examined, he admitted that 
in January he and several of his 
fokis were convicted on a charge of 
rlotous conduct. In: that case de- 
fendant's cousin was also charged 
but was Inter discharged. Com- 
plainant knew .that defendant had 
been responsible for his cdusin's dis- 
charge, but held no grudge against 
defendant because of that. Hie had 
never attempted to get even with 
‘defendant. There were a_ large 
number of Shunghai people in 
Hongkong who were his enemies, all 
of whom were friends of defendant.

No Fear Of 
Cholera In 

- Hongkong 

Though Disease Rages 
‘Among Siamese 


Ships and. Planes 
Can Carry Plague 


Cholera, which is raging in 
Siam and which has caused the 
deuth of at least one European, 
is not likely to sprend to Hong- 
kong, according to local doctors. 

However, the danger of . air- 
borne disense ia admitted, and 
the strictest measures against 
the disease being brought from 
Siam to Hongkong either by air 
or sca transport are urged. 

There «vere 293 deaths . from 
cholera in Sinm a fortnight ago out 
of a total of 440 cases registered in 
one week. The figures for the. city 
of Bangkok were 79 deaths and ‘125 
cases. 

These ore stated to be, the highest 
figures _recorded in fhe present 
epidemic. In the previous week at 
Bangkok there were 80 deaths and 
93 cases and in the rest of Sinm the 
257 deaths and 387 
cascs, . 

The epidemic ts even worse than 
one which occurred Inst year, © 

Hongkong has been free from 


cholera since 1932, when there were, 


1560 deaths in 24) cases, giving a case 
death rate of 64.73 per cent. The 
1932 pandemic, of which the  out- 
break. In Hongkong formed but a 
part, commeneed in Shanghai ond 
within six months there was‘scarcely 
a province which had not been 
visited by the disease. It Is reckon- 
ed that there were over 100,000 
cases with a general death rate of 
some 50 per cent. 7
